tlin Democratic state committee on 
Thursday last in arloj't'ns a resolution 
declaring Willicm Je.iuiacs Bryan to 
be the cnoice of the Democrats- of 
Pennsylvania for president was receiv- 
ed like a bomb ir. the camp of the Re- 
publican insurgents of this slate. 


This element in the Republican party 


that follow the leadership of Davlil 
Martin in this city and William FUnn 
in the western counties in opposition to 
tho leaders of. the regular Republican 
organization have been hopeful of con- 
tinning their alliance with the Guffey 
Democrats in the canvas for 
mem- 


bers ol the legislature this year. Be- 
lure Guftey went to Harrip'nirg the in- 
surgents warned him again it allowing 
the Democratic state committee taking 
up the Bryan movement. They de- 
clared thiit 'f it became known that 
Guffey's 
friPiKla were committed to 


Bryan a large element of the Demo- 
cratic party would refuse to support 
hts candidates for the legislature. This 
would defeat their schemes for fusion. 
While the insurgents could control a 
certain number of Republicans, this 
number would be small as compared 
with the Democratic vote in any local- 
ity where the full Democratic vote 
must be polled in order to defeat the 
regular Republican nominees. 


It is known that Guffey fully appre-

During his stay in Harrisburg Mr.

forth theslightestencouragement to the

He finally succeeded in remov- 
ing all opposition with the aid of sev- 
eral members of the Pennsylvania del- 
egation in the house, and Ias,t week 
Senator Penrose had the satisfaction of 
seeing President McKinley attach his 
signature to the bill making the appro- 
priation for the work. 
This stone 


dock will mean much to the industries 
of Pennsylvania, especially the iron 
Interests. It will mean that supplies 
for the building and the repairing of 
great vessels will come from the iron 
and steel mills of the Keystone state, 
that the lumber interests of the

monwealth will be drawn upon heavily 
and that every manufacturing inter- 
est that furnishes supplies lor vessels 
will find an outlet for its products in 
the rapid development of League Island 
as a shipbuilding and repair station of 
the United States navy.

Moreover, it is open to question whetlie 
the writer, of these papers know what 
m a n n e r ot delicacy they are recommend- 
ing to then leaders. 


For one ihing, tansy is extremely bitter: 


indeed so much so that it used to be eat- 
en as a represent,itive of the bitter heibs 
width the Israebles were commanded to 
eat at 1'a sovei. 
It is easy to believe, 


therefore, that tansy was mole used as a 
tonic or a, a mortification to the flesh 
than a ta ty pudding or n more frjvo- 
lou-i f i i t i c i . 
\M in an old cookery book 


of 1~'.I2 we Iiud recipes fur both delica- 
cies. But h a v i n g mixed such good things 
together a-, m i l k , biead crumbs, ratntio 
essence, lemon, eggs and butter it must 
have been 
i giief to spoil them by lidding 


as much ''tansy juice as would give it a 
llavor." 
A w iue .sauce, moreover, wns to 


be served with the fritters after cooking 
them in bo-ling lard. The spinach juice, 
to make tin- fritters green, might also 
ivc-11 have been omitted. 
Cut then, how- 


ever, they would not have been tansy frit- 
ters.

Never- 
theless, the circle kept steadily contract- 
ing, nnd one 1>y one the different coun- 
tries entered into mutual treaties and put 
up the bars, so the American crook who 
wanted a change of air began to find him- 
self in the position of Dick Swiveller 
when he checked off the London streets 
he couldn't traverse without meeting 
creditors.

time of .-Escniapiusiof whom Hippocrates 
was a lineal descendant), which would 
•dd some 400 years to its age. A great 
part of the trunk is built round, and 
there is a fountain known as Hippocra- 
tes' fountain. "The circumference of the 
trunk is 30 feet, and there are two main 
lower'branches, which are supported by 
masonry columns. 


Here again my vanity led me into extrav- 
agance. I could not bear to address tbe 
important, white sleeved and diamond 
pinned barkeeper as a meie boyish sup- 
pliant for information. 1 was silly euough 
to demand a drink and laid down, aha.! 
another quaiter. 


"I had asked my question, the barkeep- 


er had handed me the decanter, and 1 bad 
poured out the stuff with as much ease 
und grown up confidence as 1 could ay- 
i-.urne when a singular incident occurred. 
As it had some bearing; upon my fortune, 
J may relate it here. 


"The ceiling of the saloon was support- 


ed by a half dozen wooden columns about 
18 inches square, standing in a hue par- 
stllel with the counter ot the bar anJ 
sibnut two feet from it. The front of the 
bar was crowded with customers, whefl 
suddenly, to my astonishment, they, one 
and all, put down their glasses and hur- 
riedly backed into the spaces between 
the columns. At the same moment a shot 
was fired from the street through the 
large open doors that stood at right an- 
gles with the froLt of the counter and 
the columns. 


"The bullet raked and splintered the 


moldings of the counter front, but witib 
no other damage. The shot was returned 
from the upper end of the bar, and then, 
for the first time, I became aware that 
two men with leveled revolvers were 
shooting at each other through the sa- 
loon. 


"The bystanders in range were full/ 


protected by the wooden columns. 
The 


barkeeper bad ducked below the counter 
at the first shot. 
Six shots were ex- 


changed by the duelists, but as far as I 
could see nobody was hurt. 
A mirror 


was smashed, and my glass had part of 
its rim earned cleanly away by the third 
shot and its contents spilled. 


"I had remained standing near the 


counter, and 1 presume I may have been 
protected by the columns, but the whole 
thing passed so quickly and I was so ut- 
terly absorbed in its dramatic novelty 
that I cannot recall having the slightest 
sensation of physical fear. 
Indeed I had 


been much more frightened in positions 
of less peril. 


"My only concern, and this was para- 


mount, was that I might betray by any 
word or movement my youthfulness, as- 
tonishment or unfamiliarity with such an 
experience. 
I think that any shy, vain 


schoolboy will understand this and would 
probably feel as 1 did. So strong was 
this feeling that while the sting of gun- 
powder was still in my nostrils I moved 
toward the bar, and. taking up my broken 
glass, said to the barkeeper, perhaps 
somewhat slowly and diffidently: 
" 'Will you please fill me another glass? 


It's not my fault if this was broken.' 


"The barkeeper, rising, flushed nnd ex- 


cited, from behind the bar, looked at me 
with a queer smile and then passed the 
decanter and a fresh glass. 
I heard a 


laugh and an oath behind me, and my 
cheeks flushed as I took a single gulp of 
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
